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EDITORIAL 


In childhood ... be modest, 

In youth ... be temperate,

And in old age . . . be prudent. 


You've got to learn to be able to take the 
ups...andthedowns.. .inlife. . .insome 
sort of stride. Last month, at the very end 
of the general section, just as we were 
going to press, we reported that Federal 
Cartridge Company had experienced a 
change of heart on our wildcat ‘‘basic’’ 
case, and was going to make a test run in 
June, with the intention of going ahead with 
actual production. This was accomplished 
after Bill Diefenderfer insulted them, and 
then Nick Young charmed them. Those who 
are familiar with the science of sale- 
smanship know it as the ‘‘Mr. Tough Guy 
and Mr. Nice Guy” method. We didn’t plan 
it that way ... but that’s the way that it 
worked out. If the project goes ahead at 
Federal, the ‘‘basic’’ case will be a boon to 
the benchresters, the silhouette shooters, 
wildcatters, single shot and lead bullet 
enthusiasts. And it will be the first con- 
tribution of benchrest shooters to overall 
accuracy (outside of our somewhat nar- 
rowly strictured little world) in some time. 

Along this same line, Dr. Louis Palmi- 
sano, one half of the PPC development 
team) has been named as a special adviser 
to the U.S. Olympic Committee (which 
controls equipment selection for the 
Olympics, Pan-Am Games, and other in- 
ternational events. Also, the PPC has been 
chosen as the cartridge for the U.S. teams. 
Apparently this all came about when Dr. 
Palmisano stopped at Fort Benning on his 
way back from the Crawfish match, where 
a blue ribbon committee was gathered to 
see the wunderkinden cartridge that they 
had heard about, the 6 PPC. Keep in mind 
that the PPC has dominated benchrest 
shooting for ten years, from 1975 to 1985. 
And yet the sages of international shooting, 
at Fort Benning, were to see it for the first 
time. Does that give you any idea how 
insular the benchrest world is? Further- 
more, the gun that Dr. Palmisano had with 
him was a rifle that he had hastily as- 
sembled shortly before, and which was not 
exactly ‘‘fine-tuned”’ as benchrest shooters 
know fine tuning. Yet, as Dr. Palmisano tells 
me, ‘‘the rifle, in two days testing, blew their 
minds. They had no idea in this world that 
a six millimeter could shoot like that.” 
Makes you wonder what they would have 
done if Lou had been able to show up with 
a de-bugged tack-driver. Probably the Old 
Testament prohibition of graven idols would 
have been flung down and danced upon. Be 
this as it may, what Dr. Palmisano is 
currently accomplishing, at international 
levels, with his brain-child, the 6 PPC, is just 
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great. . .andif we may be permitted to steal 
a bit of his glory, and accomplishment . . . 
“heck, he’s one of us.” 

So much for the ‘‘ups”’ of the benchrest 
world in recent days. On to the downer. The 
Editor has been working on the effort of 
getting our book published for some time 
now, three years more or less. The pro- 
posed book, The Search for Rifle Accuracy, 
was put together with the thought in mind 
of appealing to a broad base of shooters 
who were interested in rifle accuracy ... 
primarily benchrest shooters, but also the 
lead bullet shooters, the single shot folks, 
and with some big-bore and muzzle loading 
thrown in as well. 

The NRA Book Service has just advsed 
me of their decision to not publish the book. 
Their study showed that it would require the 
sale of 1259 copies of the book, at a selling 
price of $17.95, to ‘‘break even.” Incredibly, 
they did not feel that they could do this. 
Yours truly has had some caustic opinions 
on this . . . the NRA has some three million 
members . . . and they do not feel that one 
tenth of one percent of their members 
(which would be 3,000 by the way) is in- 
terested in the subject of extreme rifle 
accuracy enough to buy a 350 page book 
at a price of $17.95. 

| have given up fighting City Hall however. 
After three years of waiting for publisher's 
decisions, | do not have the time to do an 
up-date of the manuscript. | have the 
manuscript back, and | will start publishing 
a couple of the articles each month. Thus, 
while it will be a bit of a personal disap- 
pointment, the magazine, and ultimately our 
readership, will still get to read some darn 
good, informative writing. The first two 
articles should be in this issue. One by Gary 
Anderson, a household word when rifle 
accuracy in America is discussed, and a 
great article by Pete Callan on the painting 
of fiberglass stocks, together with vital 
photos. 


There is another great, and possibly 
landmark, article in this issue. Merrill Martin 
became tired of all the talk about ‘‘of course 
you can’t get a bolt action to headspace on 
the rim of a rimmed case” to the point that 
he and Geo. Fullmer got together .. . and 
did it. It shows what happens when two 
people become determined to accomplish 
something. | have a funny feeling that this 
just may be a very important discovery in 
the field of rifle accuracy. It certainly would 
appear that one could headspace much 
more efficiently on a rim of known thickness 
. .. than on less than one hundred percent 
constants, such as a case shoulder. This 
just may be a better mousetrap . . . and we 
will have to see how a few shooters put it 
to use. 

Finally, I’ve added two more columnists 
this month. Both are experimenters, both 
are individuals who do not hesitate to tackle 
a new and difficult approach. Jim Schultz, 
of West Virginia, and Merrill Martin, of 
California. They continue the evolution of 
the P.S. Staff, and! am pleased to add them 
to our masthead.

Headspacing ....@OnThe Rim.... 


The development of super rifle accuracy, 
from the time of Harry Pope and his as- 
sociates, in the 1890 era, to the present 
day, has been a series of independent 
discoveries in many widely separated 
places and times. In the 1980’s we are 
coming gradually to the realization that 
concentricity of case wall thickness has a 
major bearing on the recoil forces, and their 
effect on barrel vibrations. 

Creighton Audette brought this home to 
us with a landmark article on the subject in 
the December 1981 issue of Precision 
Shooting. 

One who was greatly influenced by the 
Audette findings and conclusions in this 
area was Merrill Martin, of California. Over 
a period of time, Merrill became frustrated 
with the practice of laboriously going 
through the measuring and checking of a 
hundred factory cases . . . . to find maybe 
eight or nine acceptable cases. If the Au- 
dette opinions are correct .... and many 
knowledgeable individuals are very much 
convinced that they are correct .... what 
does one do with the reject cases? Throw 
them at stray dogs on your lawn? Give them 
to your enemies? Merrill was willing to do 
a bit of work (it subsequently turned out to 
be quite a bit of work) if he could somehow 
salvage these reject cases. 

Since Merrill was then in the lead bullet 
shooting phase of his life (there have been

big-bore phases, small-bore phases .... 
and so help me, | strongly suspect that there 
will be a benchrest phase shortly); he 
settled on the .375 Winchester rimmed case 
as the object of his attentions. Gradually a 
workable approach to things ensued. The 
case was expanded to a straight cylinder, 
then body-turned so that the wall thickness 
has amaximum wall variation of .001 at any 
given circular point. This, sir, increases the 
accuracy of such cases over the same case 
not so corrected .... to a very impressive 
degree. 

This step, done correctly, brings the case 
itself to a point where it is just about im- 
possible to improve on. Now, what’s the 
next step that we can progress to? What 
can we do to improve the ignition of these 
superior cases? , 

There is a school of thought, and your 
writer agrees with this school of thought 
.... that says that the presently in use large 
rifle primers, with their hot flash, force the 
case forward... . particularly in cases with 
a long, mild shoulder, and even more so if 
the chamber has a high polish. There seems 
to exist reasonable basis for a‘belief that 
small primer pockets would be an impro- 
vement on many cartridges of medium case 
capacity. 

While Merrill was envolving this concept 
of case improvement he was, as earlier 
related, primarily interested in the single

shot-lead bullet scene, and was working 
with Ruger #1s. He was quite satisfied with 
the way that his improved case ended up; 
its absence of excessive case lengthening 
we attributed to its close headspacing on 
the rim... . . and thought no more about it. 
We just mentally ascribed this point to one 
of the relatively few advantages of using a 
single shot. While bolt actions have many 
advantages going for them, they invariably 
have their headspace set up for the case 
shoulder .. . . and case shoulders, as one 
fires a series of hefty loads .... have a 
tendency to move forward .... and since 
they are moving, they are less than an 
absolute. . . . while the rim headspacing of 
the comparatively crude single-shot IS an 
absolute ....andas such... . itis ahead 
of the bolt action. 

In mid-winter both Merrill and the writer 
were dragged into something that the 
Editor called ‘‘the Cast’’. In retrospect, the 
Editor was bored with a New England 
winter and wanted someone to talk to. So 
he dragged about twenty unsuspecting, 
innocent souls into the project of talking to 
him. And as we went along, getting our 
weekly copies of the input of the rest of the 
Cast, many of us came to realize something 
.... We were taking part in the greatest 
exchange of dialogue, on the subject of 
extreme rifle accuracy . . . . of the decade. 

One point surfaced during the discussion. 
Knowledgeable sources were outright 
conceding the point that CERTAINLY one 
could headspace much more precisely on 
the rim than on the shoulder .... BUT of 
course a bolt action rifle cannot be so fit up 
without cutting out part of the rim in the 
chamber. And that just is not a practical 
solution. 

| was working away peacefully inmy shop 
one day, meaning to harm no one, when 
Merrill blew through here somewhat like the

06 earthquake on an instant replay. We 
have to have a bolt action be able to 
headspace a rimmed cartridge on the rim. 
If we can do it with Ruger #1s, we certainly 
can do it to a bolt action. We simply have 
to use our god-given brains a bit; that’s all. 
The guy holds over fifty patents; who was 
| to tell him it was impossible? Besides, he 
seemed too confounded determined to 
argue with. We discussed the matter at 
length. 

A Remington 722 action was sitting 
around the shop, doing nothing. So was a 
Remington 40x barrel, in .222 chambering. 
| took a deep breath, and set out to chamber 
that barrel in .225 Winchester .... but 
headspace it on the rim. 

Normally one sets a barrel back, cuts his 
threads, and then chambers it. In this little 
experiment the barrel was chambered to 
.225, with the rim bearing on the interior 
counterbore. The barrel, recoil lug, and 
action were then fitted together. It was 
determined that the barrel would have to be 
set back 2¥2 turns, and then the face of the 
bolt would come to ‘‘just past 
headspacing’’. All this was worked out by 
measurement with a depth mike. 

Tomake certain that the two new threads 
are in the same plane as the original 
threads, a piece of nylon dowel was turned

to a drive fit in the chamber. The barrel, held 
in a 6 jaw chuck and steady rest, had a 
combination drill and countersink run into 
the nylon, and thus gave us the original 
barrel threads running true to their original 
plane. Picking up the threads from that 
point, and cutting the two and a half ad- 
ditional was no problem. By keeping the 
barrel threads in the original plane when 
fitting the action and barrel we had no 
additional stress involved. 

The original counterbore for Remington 
barrels is marked .705. On this rifle, to keep 
close fitting parts from binding in some 
hidden area, it was decided to make the 
outer rim .708, using a small specially 
ground boring tool that will cut on three 
sides. The counterbore was turned using 
the .708 measurement as my basic. | went 
in a bit at a time, each time boring closer 
to the area supporting the rim. Pictured is 
the barrel interior, showing the case 
headspacing contact. Using the bolt end 
measurement from the front of the lugs to 
the end of the bolt, the depth of the 
counterbore was .150. With .005 clearance 
between major bolt-barrel contacts, we are 
free of extraneous contacts upsetting our 
fit. 

The above dimensions, and our shop 
drawings were set up using Merril’s re- 
worked .375 Winchester cases, with the 
case heads turned to JUST ENTER the 
opening in the face of 722 bolt. The 
chamber wall thickness of the internal 
contact point of the rim is .025 width. To fit 
a factory case, a small angle can be turned 
on its outer edge to give more contact with 
the existing extractor. This little narrative, 
as an example, shows what can be done 
.... and work successfully .... using a 
rimmed case in the Remington action. If 
more extractor contact is wanted, a partial 
circular angle can be ground with a hand 
grinder, narrowing the rim contact point. 

| subsequently set up a 30 caliber barrel 
for Merrill, chambered to 30-30, and utilizing 
this action and chambering method .... 
headspacing on the rim in a bolt action. 
Merrill went out to do a little bit of fire 
forming cases, using 205 grain gas-check 
lead bullets with a load of 20.0 grains of 
RE-7. The very first group fired was three 
quarters of an inch ... . fireforming cases, 
and with lead bullets. | am sure that size will 
come down substantially as we learn more 
about the characteristics of this new 
chambering method.

Coping With Conditions 


As an international three position and 
highpower rifle shooter, | am indebted to 
benchrest shooting for accuracy con- 
tributions that have helped my shooting, but 
until August 1978, | had never fired in a 
benchrest event. That year, the Interna- 
tional Benchrest Shooters Varmint and 
Sporter Championships were at the Council 
Cup Range near Wapwallopen, Pennsyl- 
vania and Doc Garcelon, long-time IBS 
president had invited me to stop by for a 
visit. 

| arrived on the 200 yard sporter rifle day 
and quickly agreed to ‘‘shoot if we find a rifle 
and equipment for you’. Jack Deming 
provided a 6 x 47 mm Hart-barreled M660 
Remington, complete with a Lyman-Siebert 
25X scope, dies and brass. Jack advised a 
load of 748 powder (29.5 grains) and 68 
grain Remington bullets. | was amazed 
when he set the powder measure by visually 
checking powder volume in the case, 
instead of by weighing. | was soon making 
ammo for the warm-up match, asking as 
many questions as | could, and looking 
forward to enjoying a new shooting ex- 
perience. 

Conditions that day were, as | recall, 
tricky, but definitely readable. The 5-10 mph 
wind was coming in mostly from one to two 
o'clock with a maximum direction change of 
about 90 degrees. | spent the warm-up 
match learning to shoot the rifle, but my first 
group was less than .50 MOA and even that 
was impressive compared to the .75-1.00 
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MOA groups | had learned to expect in most 
target guns. It gave me some hope that | 
wouldn’t make a fool of myself. 

The warm-up group also showed that 
even though my bench position was 
strange, | could get the rifle to perform by 
using the same shooting techniques | used 
in position shooting. With no hold move- 
ment, | was able to turn my attention to the 
wind as | began the first record groups. 
When the second and third shots in the first 
group printed lower, | also began to suspect 
that | would have to be making some 
vertical changes in my hold points too. The 
first two groups measured just above and 
just below .20 MOA. Trips to the waiting 
wall showed me there were a few better 
groups, but not many. | was pleased be- 
cause the rifle was shooting well and my 
hold over decisions for wind changes were 
working. 

After | finished the third match with 
another group under .20 MOA, | picked up 
my rifle and gear and started back to the 
loading bench. As | walked behind the line 
| overheard someone say, “‘if he keeps this 
up, he’ll break the record’. | thought, ‘‘this 
is great, not only am | having fun, but | might 
be here when someone sets a record.”’ 

Our loading table conversation after my 
fourth group made it obvious | was the one 
working on the record. The fifth group 
opened up a bit, but the congratulations | 
received before | left the line made it obvious 
| had broken the record. The five group

aggregate was range measured at .2049 
MOA and officially measured at .2104 
MOA. | was doubly pleased that this not 
only broke the existing IBS Sporter Rifle 
Record of .2720 MOA but that it was also 
better than the varmint and heavy varmint 
records at the time. 

Was this a classic story in beginner’s luck 
or, aS many experienced benchresters have 
suggested, the application of condition 
reading skills | had learned in other target 
sports? One of the remarkable things about 
that day was the feeling | had been there 
before. The experience of anticipating rifle 
changes, reading wind conditions and 
making aiming changes was no different 
than what | had done in lots of other 
matches. | didn’t fire a single group where 
| used the same aiming point for all five 
shots, just as | have fired lots of rifle position 
matches while changing sight settings 
before almost every shot. 

In that match, and with the fine rifle and 
load | was using, conditions, especially 
wind, were clearly the biggest variable. 
Whether it be in benchrest or bullseye target 
shooting, skill in coping with conditions is 
frequently the decisive factor in winning and 
it is from this starting point that | would like 
to discuss the techniques and tactics of 
shooting in conditions. | must also add the 
caveat that one benchrest success doesn’t 
make me an expert. There have been many 
days when someone else in my target 
games had better conditions skills; but 
hopefully | can share some collective ex- 
periences that may repay a small part of our 
debt to benchrest shooting. 

Our first task is to define some terms. 
Conditions is a term shooters use to de- 
scribe the varying effects that wind, tem- 
perature, light and mirage have on the strike 
of the bullet on the target. Techniques and 
tactics are the actions or strategies which 
the shooter applies to accommodate or 
compensate for the effects of conditions. 
My approach to coping with conditions is 
divided into three phases: 1) Shooting skills 
and equipment; 2) Evaluating conditions 
and 3) Techniques and tactics. 

It all begins with fundamental shooting 
skills and accurate equipment, that is the 
foundation. You can’t learn to shoot a good 
score or tight group in difficult conditions 
until you have the ability to shoot a good 
group or score in ideal conditions. 

An accurate rifle and ammunition elimi- 
nates some windage error by itself. Veteran 
long range highpower rifle shooters say, ‘‘a 
good rifle is worth a half minute of wind’. 
The rifle | used in setting the benchrest 
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record was the finest shooting rifle | had 
ever fired. That rifle may actually have been 
one of several rifles which were capable of 
breaking the record but the important point 
is that you can’t shoot a record in wind 
unless you have a rifle that can do it in ideal 
conditions. 

Similarly, a shooter must have good 
shooting skills. In my bench rest experi- 
ence, | repeated the things | learned in 
bullseye target shooting. When | applied 
uniform shoulder, cheek and hand pres- 
sure; concentrated on getting a clean, 
smooth, consistent trigger release and 
allowed the rifle to recoil uniformly after 
every shot, | could get the rifle to perform 
to its potential. Many shooters have diffi- 
culty with conditions because they blame 
them for wide shots when those shots are 
really due to shooting errors. To become 
skilled at coping with conditions, a shooter 
must first acquire good equipment, learn 
how to make good ammunition and do 
enough shooting in ideal conditions to fully 
master the fundamental skills of firing 
accurate shots. Only then is the shooter 
ready to take on the challenge of mastering 
conditions. 

The second phase in coping with 
conditions is evaluating conditions. You 
need to be able to recognize conditions and 
know how much those condition changes 
will affect the strike of the bullet before you 
can devise and apply strategies for coping 
with those changes. 

Two condition variables, temperature 
and light can be dealt with quickly when 
conditions are considered from a practical 
point of view. Temperature changes do 
change the strike of the bullet but range 
temperatures are never likely to change so 
dramatically as to shift the strike of the 
bullet during the time it takes to fire a single 
group. The only major effect of temperature 
to be dealt with in shooting is the effect of 
leaving a cartridge in the chamber for an 
extended period of time while waiting for the 
wind to return to a preselected condition. 

Light can change during the firing of a 
single group, but it is very simple to eva- 
luate. Either the sun is out or it is diminished 
by cloud cover. With iron sights light 
changes sometimes cause zero changes, 
but that ordinarily does not happen with 
scope sights. A few sighters can verify 
whether light changes need to be con- 
sidered. 

The evaluation of mirage is more com- 
plicated and significant. The only effective 
way to see mirage is with a telescope and 
since the telescope used on the rifle must 
be focused on the target to avoid parallax 
errors, the use of a separate spotting 
telescope focused at a closer distance is 
required. In outdoor position rifle shooting, 
particularly on ranges where good wind 
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flags are not provided, the spotting scope 
is located as close to the non-aiming eye as 
possible so that mirage can be checked just 
before and just after firing a shot. 

There are pitfalls in reading mirage. The 
telescope can only be focused at one 
distance so mirage at other points on the 
range cannot effectively be evaluated. The 
shooter has to decide where the visible 
mirage tells the most accurate story about 
how the wind is moving the bullet. A good 
starting point is to focus half-way to the 
target as the wind closer to the shooter is 
usually more important. The ideal focal 
point will vary with different ranges. 

Mirage is often difficult to see, especially 
at shorter ranges, and you may have to use 
mirage wherever it can be seen, such as in 
front of a number board below the targets. 
Mirage driven by winds above 12 - 14 mph 
is the same irregardless of wind velocity and 
is not going to provide useful information. 
Mirage changes don’t always coincide 
exactly with wind. The mirage at the Na- 
tional Matches at Camp Perry, Ohio is 
notorious for not changing until after the 
wind has changed. 

Learning to read or evaluate mirage 
requires practice. Some of my most 
important practice sessions have been 
days when | fired shots without wind ad- 
justments, trying to correlate the strike of 
the bullet with mirage and wind changes. 

An important argument regarding mirage 
is whether it is simply a useful tool for 
reading wind or whether mirage itself has 
an effect on the strike of the bullet in- 
dependent of the effect of wind. Most 
shooters and shooting books state that 
mirage displaces the target image in the 
direction it is moving. While emphasizing 
that | am a shooter, not a scientist, | have 
concluded that this seldom happens in 
practice. 

Particularly at longer ranges, mirage may 
cause the bull to dance around to the point

where achieving a consistent aiming point 
is nearly impossible, but it does not ordi- 
narily, produce a consistent or measurable 
displacement of the aiming point. In spite of 
all its shimmering and dancing, the average 
position of the aiming point almost always 
remains in place.* For practical purposes, 
then, the shooter is not concerned with 
mirage except as a very excellent wind 
indicator in many types of wind conditions 
on some ranges. 

Wind itself is by far the most important 
condition to evaluate. One of our most 
successful smallbore rifle prone shooters 
used to say, ‘‘the wind talks to me’’. During 
my firing of the bench rest world record, | 
was able to make numerous successful 
changes in my aiming point as a result of 
wind changes | read in the flags on the 
range, without going back to the sighter to 
check those changes. A successful shooter 
must be able to identify specific wind 
conditions when they recur and to translate 
changes in wind direction or velocity into 
specific sight adjustments or aiming point 
changes on the target. 

The best place to start in learning to read 
wind is to acquire a specific knowledge of 
wind effects. You need to know how far 
winds of different velocities and directions 
will move the strike of your bullet. At 
Wapwallopen, | had to use sighters to do 
this, but a better way to begin is to prepare 
wind deflection charts for your specific load, 
using information which can be found in the 
Sierra Reloading Manual or other publi- 
cations. The idea is not to have this chart 
available to consult before every shot, but 
to use it as an aid in developing a more 
precise mental picture of the impact shifts 
you are likely to encounter with different 
wind changes. 

Remember that wind direction changes 
do not change bullet deflection in direct 
proportion to the amount of direction 
change. Changes closest to 12 and six 
o'clock have a proportionately greater ef- 
fect. A practical guide is given in the table 
below.

A parallel step in this process is to learn 
to estimate wind velocity. A good shooter 
should be able to accurately determine wind 
velocities to within 1 or 2 miles an hour up 
to velocities of about 15 miles an hour. By 
being able to do this, and by having a 
knowledge of wind deflections for your load, 
it is much easier to decide how much to 
change a sight or holding point to com- 
pensate for a wind change. 

The estimation of wind velocity is a 
matter of reading or interpreting wind in- 
dicators available on the range. In the order 
of priority, they are 1) flags, 2) the feel of 
the wind on the shooter’s body, 3) mirage 
and 4) any other indicators available such 
as dust, leaves or grass. 

Flags are the best and most reliable way 
to read wind if the range has enough flags 
in the right places. The Council Cup Range 
was an excellent example of a range ad- 
equately equipped with flags. There were 
multiple rows of flags located so that every 
shooter could easily keep 4 or 5 flags in view 
at all times. Ranges where just one or two 
flags can be watched are generally not 
adequate. 

The correct way to use flags is to watch 
as many flags as possible. Try to develop 
a feel for the overall wind pattern on the 
range. A beginning shooter may not be able 
to effectively use more than a couple of 
flags, but through practice you should 
attempt to broaden your awareness to see 
as many flags as possible as a total picture. 
Watch only the flags on the upwind side of 
the range with your greatest concentration 
on the flags closest to you. Reading range 
flags should work like the exposure meter 
on a modern camera that gives the greatest 
weight to the light in the center of the image. 
In this case, the flags closest to the shooter 
on the upwind side of the wind are given the 
greatest weight. 

The feeling of the wind on the shooter’s 
body is important because wind on the first 
25 percent of the range ordinarily has the 
greatest effect on the bullet. Many times 
when the wind begins to change in velocity 
it can be felt by the shooter before it will 
show up in either the flags or the mirage. 
The wind propellers now popular with 
smallbore prone shooters have become an 
important aid to reading wind on the line.

The use of mirage as a wind indicator 
depends on the range. The Council Cup 
Range had a good set of flags so | preferred 
to use them. On ranges without flags or with 
improperly placed flags, mirage is often the 
best wind indicator available. Learning to 
read mirage is a matter of practice, but after 
awhile a shooter can learn to differentiate 
between the different mirage movements 
and the wind velocities they indicate. 
Mirage can also provide, within limits, in- 
formation of direction changes, but since 
they are so critical it is best to have some 
additional means of checking direction 
when mirage is being used as the primary 
doping tool. 

The use of other wind indicators such as 
dust, trees and grass is chancy and usually 
depends on a special feature being present 
on a particular range. Nevertheless, they 
can’t be overlooked because I’ve been in 
too many matches where the winner says 
all he did was watch a blade of grass in front 
of his target or some other unique range 
feature. | have seen ranges where dust 
behind the target (when the wind is coming 
towards the shooter) or a tall blade of grass 
will provide a very reliable indicator. 
Sometimes the sounds which trees around 
the range make when the wind is changing 
provide an early warning of a change. The 
trees at the Wapwallopen range gave me 
excellent information about wind changes 
that were brewing. One of the best of these 
occasional wind gauges is rain. Its angle of 
fall is an especially accurate indicator when 
it is available. 

In summation, the basic rules for eval- 
uating wind are: 

1. Give preference to flags if adequate 
flags are available. 

2. Read the wind on the side where the 
wind is coming from.

3. Give preference to the wind indicators 
closest to the shooter. 

4. Develop as wide an awareness of wind 
indicators as possible, so as to get a 
total picture of the wind. 

5. Pay careful attention to direction 
changes, especially those closest to 12 
and six o’clock. 

Being able to evaluate wind and other 
conditions is still not sufficient to produce 
good shooting results in those conditions. 
This is where the third phase of coping with 
conditions, techniques and tactics, come 
into play. The shooter must be able to 
accommodate or compensate for the 
condition changes as they are identified and 
evaluated. 

The first step in condition shooting tactics 
is to have a game plan or strategy. This 
derives from the fact that there are three 
different techniques for dealing with wind 
changes and | will list them in priority order: 
1) Pick a specific condition and shoot only 
when that condition prevails; 2) estimate 
wind changes and change the sight or 
aiming point to compensate for the es- 
timated changes and 3) follow the last shot, 
using it to determine holdover on the next 
shot. 

The strategy or selection of the correct 
wind doping technique depends on the wind 
change pattern which prevails on that 
particular day. During my benchrest record 
aggregate, | noticed before the match and 
during my warmup group how the wind was 
gradually changing. There did not seem to 
be a prevailing condition. This dictated a 
shooting strategy of changing my aiming 
point to compensate for the changes as 
they occurred. 

My favorite strategy in most international 
competitions was to pick a specific 
condition and then to shoot only when that 
condition occured. This is normally the best 
strategy if there is a common or ‘‘median”’ 
condition prevailing most of the time. Or if 
you have sufficient time to wait out 
changes. 

The strategy of following the last shot is 
generally a strategy of last resort. It works 
well if the changes are gradual and if the 
shooter can machine gun the shots 
downrange. | can’t shoot that fast and 
sustain my performance and besides, wind 
changes on most days are frequently very 
abrupt. If your technique does not allow you 
to maintain an awareness of the wind, it’s 
likely that you will be caught by such a 
change.

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One of the most important things to do 
in getting ready to shoot is to spend some 
time before the match observing what the 
wind is doing in order to work out a game 
plan. You should know before you start 
which wind doping technique or strategy 
you are going to use. If you spend the first 
two or three shots trying different techni- 
ques a good poor group is the likely result. 

An important technique for shooting in 
the wind is to develop your ability to use the 
non-aiming eye to maintain an awareness 
of wind conditions while the shot is being 
fired. | spent a couple of years training 
myself to maintain a subconscious aware- 
ness of wind conditions with my non-aiming 
eye so that if a wind change began to occur 
a signal would immediately register for me 
to stop squeezing the trigger. If you are 
using the correct wind indicators, this 
technique makes it almost impossible to get 
caught by a change. This proved to be one 
of my most valuable condition techniques at 
Wapwallopen. 

Another condition technique relates to 
the proper use of sighters. Most shooters 
tend to use sighters as a substitute for wind 
estimation ability — anytime they aren't 
sure of achange they go back to the sighter. 
The problem with this is that the wind is just 
as likely to change while going from the 
sighter to a record bull as it is between two 
record shots. Nevertheless, when you 
aren’t sure of a condition, sighters should 
be used. 

The most effective use of sighters is to 
determine exactly how much the wind is 
changing. If sighters are used to confirm or 
adjust a game plan or wind deflection 
estimates which have previously been 
developed, they can be extremely valuable. 

Successful wind doping on bullseye 
targets requires paying special attention to 
keeping the zero or point of impact in the 
center of the target. That’s not as easy or 
simple as it sounds. It is often difficult to tell 
where the center of a one, two or three shot 
group is, but it’s important because a 
well-zeroed rifle can still catch a ten at three 
on a shot that would be a nine at four if the 
zero were really a quarter minute low.

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The zero or point of impact of a rifle is 
dynamic rather than fixed — even in the 
best rifles, it may shift slightly as shooting 
progresses, in shooting my benchrest re- 
cord, | was able to take advantage of the 
fact that the group consistently formed 
below the first shots so | changed my 
holding point not only horizontally for wind, 
but also vertically for zero changes. 

Making elevation changes to keep the 
group centered or, in the case of benchrest 
shooting, to keep the point of impact 
centered in the group, leads to conside- 
ration of another factor that produces 
vertical changes. Wind deflection does not 
always occur in perfectly horizontal 
directions. The standard wind pattern for 
.22 rimfire bullets is ten o’clock to four 
o'clock. Centerfire bullets normally have a 
nine o’clock to three o’clock pattern, but 
wind effects on some ranges may add a 
vertical component to that pattern. The 
best solution is to keep careful records on 
each of the ranges where you shoot or, if 
you haven't been there before, to ask lots 
of questions. You won't ordinarily be lucky 
enough to discover these kinds of patterns 
in your sighters. 

If there is a “‘safe’’ strategy in wind 
shooting, it is to keep the group or point of 
impact adjusted to coincide with the median 
wind condition. | have seen several winning 
600 yard highpower scores fired in really 
difficult winds where the shooter said 
afterward, ‘‘I didn’t change my sights a click 
for wind’. Those shooters have success- 
fully zeroed on the median condition and 
were lucky enough to avoid any big wind 


variations because they successfully 
played the percentages. 

And just to prove that shooting in wind 
is often more of an art than a science, 
another frequently used strategy is to 
determine that a pick-up or let-off is more 
likely and then to keep the shots on the 
opposite side of the bull or group. This is 
another variation of playing the percent- 
ages where | have often accepted left or 
right tens without correcting my zero to the 
center to avoid a probable pick-up or let-off. 

Good wind shooting technique requires 
that you always place the highest priority on 
firing a quality shot. Never sacrifice 
maintaining a consistent hold and smooth 
trigger release in order to rush a shot to beat 
a wind condition. It is more productive to be 
patient, wait until your condition is 
reestablished and take the time to correctly 
fire the shot. No amount of wind doping skill 
is ever going to make up for the poor 
execution of shooting skills. 

A final consideration in coping with 
conditions has to do with attitude or psy- 
chology. Many shooters greet windy 
conditions with resignation. ‘‘Why did we 
have to be unlucky and get a lousy day like 
this.”’ The truth is that wind doping is a skill 
which can be learned, trained and refined 
just as any other shooting skill can be 
developed. Warren Page in his book, The 
Accurate Rifle, called wind and mirage ‘“‘at 
once the precision shooter’s worst enemies 
and his greatest friends’. Shooters who 
view the challenges of coping with condi- 
tions as skills to be learned will find that 
difficult conditions are their greatest friends.

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Some may consider the subject of 
fiberglass stock painting superfluous; 
stocks do have scant surface area com- 
pared with other subject matter so lots of 
benchrest people get by with an infrequent 
and hurried blast from the black enamel 
squirt can. Also, some of our friends prime 
everything into submission with equally 
unpalatable results. 

Even so, a lot of paint does find its way 
onto benchrest stocks. Because of the low 
acreage, the project is likely to be a more 
satisfying one. The painter can concentrate 
on perfecting this small area instead of 
diluting his energy and inspiration over 
larger surfaces. 

Even from a purely functional view there 
is something to be said for a good coat of 
paint; it is a convenient and relatively in- 
expensive method of masking a multitude 
of sins and its appearance enhances value. 

Paint Technology over the’ past thirty 
years has, because of the increasing use of 
synthetic materials (mostly plastics), de- 
veloped into an amazingly extensive and 
complicated field. Even if one were limited 
to strictly suitable fiberglass stock paints, it 
would be alarmingly easy to compile a small 
book. To shoehorn the subject into a single 
chapter makes necessary some generali- 
zations; any organic chemist reading this 
will hopefully excuse the corners missed. 
The simplifications made within this article 
are at least acknowledged, and not 
paraded as monolithic truths. 


THE BASIC MECHANISM: How and why

does point work? Paint is basically a fluid 
solution, either man-made or man-modified, 
that is suitably thinned so it can be applied. 
After application it changes to a hard 
chemical skin. This conversion from soup to 
solid is the primary property of paints. It may 
happen in just a few minutes or take as long 
as several years to complete, and is 
achieved in two basic ways: Evaporation 
and chemical change (often called curing). 
Almost all paints dry somewhat by eva- 
poration; that is, the liquids that make them 
thin enough to flow onto the surfce escape 
into the air so that the remaining ingredients 
will cling. The broad group of paints called 
lacquers turn hard solely by this: method, 
without any other change, and remain 
chemically exactly what they were before. 
The remaining types of coatings will dry 
somewhat by this evaporation until they will 
not readily flow, but are still very soft. But 
in addition they will then undergo a chemical 
change which hardens or cures them. 
These paints, sometimes mistakenly called 
enamels, are not the same chamical ma- 
keup as they were before application. 

PAINT COMPONENTS: What is it made of? 
Regardless of the different types of paint, 
they all consist of a few broad types of 
materials. The body of the paint is called the 
binder, or non-volatile vehicle, and is usually 
made of a natural resin (like linseed oil, 
rosin, etc.), or a man-made plastic. (See 
Notes on Plastic). The binder is the part that 
involves the drying mechanisms explained 
above, and therefore actually determines

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what type the paint is, as many of the other 
components are interchangeable from paint 
to paint. It is usually modified or mixed with 
various things including plasticizers (to 
keep it from embrittling with age or 
exposure to light) and catalysts (called 
driers) to assist it in curing if necessary. 

The color and opacity of the paint are 
caused by the second main ingredient, the 
pigment. It is usually a mined inorganic 
chemical (rock) like read iron oxide, or a 
synthetically produced dye, like phtalo- 
cyanine blue, that is finely powdered and 
mixed with the binder. In some paints such 
as primers, extra ‘‘solids’’ (silica or talc) are 
added because they fill in scratches. 

Unless the binder-pigment mixture is 
already thin enough to apply easily (as is the 
case with some paints based on linseed oil), 
a solvent is needed as a third component, 
to dissolve the binder into a liquid form. It 
determines the quality of the paint before 
evaporation takes place - How fast will it 
flow, how long will it stay sticky, etc. There 
are over 100 common solvents used in 
paints, with different speeds of evaporation, 
thicknesses, and abilities to dissolve 
binders. Furthermore, paint thinners (or 
reducers) are usually a blend of various 
types (See Notes on Solvents.) 


PAINT TYPES: LACQUERS. The simplest 
paints chemically are lacquers, because 
they do not have any mechanism for drying 
except physical evaporation. They turn 
themselves into a protective coating simply 
by the disappearance of the solvents into 
the air. For example, if you mixed sugar 
syrup with water and sprayed it onto a 
stock the water would eventually evapo- 
rate, leaving you with a rudimentary sugar 
coating (rock candy lacquer). If you spill 
solvents on a lacquer job, they will re- 
dissolve it, even if the lacquer is 20 or 30 
years old. Hence, water on the sugar. 
The original “Straight Lacquer” deve- 
loped in the Mid-1920’s was based on a 
binder of cellulose nitrate (make by treating 
cotton with nitric acid), which is a close 
relative to old-time celluloid movie film. 
Nitrocellulose lacquer, as it is called, has 
been largely supplanted by more modern 
types, but it still finds wide use in some solid 
colors, lacquer primers, and spray can 
products. It is not as durable as other types 
of paint, but has often been praised for 
extreme purity of colors and clarity in 
transparent films. It is also an easy paint to 
work with, being very forgiving of over-and 
under-thinning, and poor weather condi- 
tions; “Straight Lacquer’ is also quite 
compatible with many other paints and 
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chemicals. For these reasons nitrocellulose 
lacquer is still sought by some custom 
painters who do a lot of multi-color (trick) 
finishes and special transparent effects. 

Most present-day lacquers use a man- 
made plastic for their binder, one of the 
family of materials called ‘“‘Acrylics’’. Acrylic 
lacquers are close cousins to materials like 
Lucite and Plexiglas, with the same ad- 
vantages - excellent durability, hardness 
and clarity. In this area they are a distinct 
improvement over cellulose nitrate lacqu- 
ers. But they do have disadvantages. Most 
acrylic lacquers do not resist solvents well 
(Hoppes No. 9), so demand that a clear 
plastic resin top coat be applied as the final 
finish. 

Frequently the solid-content of acrylics 
must be kept low or the paint may become 
difficult to spray. This is why films that 
require a high build of thickness - primers 
and solid colors - are often done in other 
paint types (various enamels or epoxies). 
Acrylic lacquers, by the way, should not be 
confused with acrylic enamels which use 
the same plastic base but are a completely 
different animal. Acrylic lacquers, true to 
their type, dry by evaporation and by 
evaporation only. 

PAINT TYPES: NON-LACQUERS. The 
second major group of paints is very large 
and diverse, with most types being referred 
to as ‘Enamels’. This term comes from 
porcelain enamel because many of the 
paints in this family dry to a high gloss 
mimicking vitreous china or porcelain 
coatings. It is a better system, however, to 
classify these by their curing mechanisms. 


OXIDATION: The old time oil-based paints 
used by the great masters were based on 
a binder called a drying oil (usually linseed, 
dehydrated castor, soya, or tall oil) that 
slowly turned into tough, elastic film upon 
exposure to oxygen in the air. Today’s 
paints that cure in this way are a moder-

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nization, with a group of man-made 
substances - called Alkyds - modified with 
drying oils. Most alkyd enamels dry by 
evaporation to a tacky state, and then form 
a hard skin by surface oxidation, while the 
reaction proceeds underneath this skin for 
many months. Some other classes or 


synthetic plastic (epoxies, phenolics, sty- 


renes and urethanes, but not usually 
acrylics) can also be hooked up with drying 
oils and alkyds to make oxidation - cured 
coatings (polyurethane varnish for 
example). So a simple air dry enamel can 
be any number of these critters, or two 
mixed together. 

Oxidation paints have the disadvantage 
of taking along time to cure completely, but 
have better solvent resistance than 
lacquers, and better thickness per coat. 
HEAT: A number of paints depend solely on 
elevated temperature for their drying me- 
chanism. They are often termed baking 
enamels and are very popular in automotive 
factories. Factory baked paints are for- 
mulated somewhat differently from pro- 
ducts used in the home or local shop so we 
will not go into detail with these. Further- 
more, fiberglass stocks cannot stand 
extensive heat; even using direct sunlight 
for drying will cause unneeded problems. 
CHEMICAL REACTION: In the past 15 to 
20 years there has been a new develop- 
ment - paints which cure and harden by a 
variety of chemical reactions. They use 
either a hardner additive, a two can system, 
or a catalyst. Some mixes are relatively 
independent of any atomospheric effects - 
they would probably set up just fine on the 
dark side of the moon. Others, like many 
urethanes (and your friendly bathtub caulk), 
react with the moisture in the air. A few are 
pre-catalyzed; that is, the components are 
all set to combine into a hard film, but their 
reaction is stopped short by a blocking 
agent, which later evaporates or is driven

off by heat, allowing the cure to commence. 
Most of these catalyzed paints, as they are 
often called, are quite advanced in terms of 
ordinary paint qualities - solvent resistent, 
durability, and gloss are all very high. As 
with baked coatings, a lot of catalyzed 
paints use more than one type of plastic 
(one is usually the binder base, and another 
is the curing agent). Some are pretty 
complicated and versatile animals; one that 
comes to mind is Ditzler’s acrylic enamel, 
“DELSTAR’”’. It is primarily made as an air 
dry enamel; but with a special polyurethane 
additive (DELTHANE), it can be hardened 
chemically and converts into a different type 
of paint. And finally, the factory version is 
baked for its cure. Paints that are catalyzed 
include many epoxies, urethanes, po- 
lyesters, and acrylic enamels. 

COMPARISON OF PAINT TYPES: Which is 
best? Because of the distinct characte- 
ristics of each paint type, there are a 
number of fairly clear-cut pros and cons that 
can be established for each. Lacquers have 
a very fast drying time, and are best utilized 
in applications requiring many successive 
coats, adhesion between layers is very 
good, because the solvents in each coat 
partially penetrate (melt) into previous 
layers before evaporating and stick the

coats together well. The thin film qualities 
of lacquers make them ideal for multi-color, 
art or ‘‘trick’’ work on benchrest stocks. 
Like most fast drying paints they have a 
poor gloss, but this can be improved with 
slow-drying thinners. Also, compounding 
and polishing improve the surface finish 
greatly. But the main disadvantage of 
lacquers is there susceptibility to solvents 
(Hoppe’s No. 9). All of the above drawbacks 
are only momentary. Use the lacquers for 
speed and a compatible catalyzed top coat 
for durability. 

Most air-oxidized paints dry very slowly. 
The stock painter does not want this. 
Nevertheless this group of paints does have 
advantages. Air dry enamels stick better 
and the greater film thickness achievable 
with enamels make many coats unneces- 
sary. Also, waiting for the paint to be hard 
enough to polish is eliminated because if 
properly applied, most flow out to a very 
high gloss. The fact that the underbody of 
the paint remains soft for a while can be an 
advantage, as it lends a cushioning and 
shock-absorbing quality to the paint layer, 
making enamels much less liable to crack 
or split. This is especially true when the 
action is glued tightly against the paint 
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edge. Cleaning rods, bolts and barrels 
(when being removed or installed) find ways 
to ‘‘mink”’ up a paint job. Catalyzed paints, 
as noted before, have outstanding qualities, 
but their use is quite new, and commonly 
established do’s and dont’s have not yet 
been evolved (ask anyone who has worked 
with DuPont (‘‘IMRON’’). Many catalyzing 
systems are very dependent on tempera- 
ture - if they get too far out of specified 
proper range, the paint may not harden at 
all. Compatability with other paints is often 
limited. Designed for convenience, most of 
the paints harden quite rapidly and have 
very high film contents so that few coats are 
needed. But this also increases the danger 
of trapping solvents in the cured paint layer 
- which are then only released very slowly. 
As proof, look at the bottom of a stock that 
has been finished with this type of product. 
Behind the trigger guard and on the fore end 
you will see where it has been damaged 
from just the weight of the rifle sitting in the 
cabinet. In most cases, the manufacturers 
specifically exempt these products from 
any guarantees concerning cracking, and 
common problems such as runs, sags and 
bubbles. 


COMPATIBILITY: Can you swap paint in 
mid-job? No doubt some of you, eyeing the 
pros and cons of different paints have 
worked out a hypothetical system to take 
advantage of each; say an enamel primer 
for good adhesion, acrylic lacquer for fast 
buildup of color coats, and a nice ‘‘Hoppes’’ 
resistant epoxy to top it all off. Usually the 
primary rule for applying different types of 
different brands of paint together, and 
cross-mixing thinners is, Don’t. However, 
most manufacturers today have a series of 
paint systems, and as long as you adhere 
to their system you'll be okay. 

PAINT APPLICATION: The initial stages of 
paint application are generally to produce 
some surface roughness (called tooth) but 
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mostly to assure chemical cleanliness, 
enabling the paint to stick well. 

Fiberglass stocks usually have traces of 
mold release that should be washed away 
with some type of wax, silicone or grease 
remover. 

At this stage, all initial action bedding and 
alignment, barrel alignment, trigger guard 
fitting, holes for trigger pins, recoil pads etc. 
should be completed. Filling all the little 
holes and imperfections are next. The use 
of Devcon ‘“‘F’’, rather than normal body 
fillers (Bondo, 999, etc.) seems to work 
better for the application. Sharp corners 
along the barrel channel, for instance, are 
much easier to shape up. Also shrinkage is 
less. 

Some sort of handle should be attached 
to the stock now that its ready for priming. 
A dowel attached to the barrel channel! 
works fine; make sure the dowel is not so 
large that it will prevent paint from covering 
the inner edges of the barrel channel. Or if 
a recoil pad is to be used, a metal plate can 
be screwed into the same holes, and a rod 
welded to the plate will make it easy to 
handle. 

Although the stock can be painted with 
the action glued in place, a much nicer finish 
can be achieved if the ‘‘glue-in’”’ is left until 
last. 

Tape off the action area but use the 
trigger guard to cover the guard opening. 
After each coat of paint the guard can easily 
be removed and dropped into a can of 
thinner and made ready for the next coat. 

Now you can prime and wet sand a 
number of successive coats until you are 
satisfied all of the blemishes are glass 
smooth and you are ready for color. 

As for actually spraying paints, the 
procedures are a combination of experi- 
ence and manufacturer’s literature on the 
subject. The air pressure necessary to. run 
a spray gun comes usually from a large 
compressor and storage tank, or a smaller 
pump or vibrator that runs full time. These 
smaller units use a ‘‘bleeder’’ gun with air 
running constantly at a fixed amount 
through the nozzle, while the tank-system 
guns have an on-off valve for the air, to 
conserve pressure. Calibrated regulators 
for air pressure are desirable, as many 
modern paints spray best only within a 
certain range of pressure. Guns are 
available in several sizes, including the 
standard one-quart models, half-pint touch 
up guns and various small air brushes. 
Because of the extensive instructions on 
the paint cans and literature from the dealer 
we will not attempt to give more detail on 
“one color’ paint jobs. 

To touch base on such ‘‘specials’’ as 
flakes, candies, art work, etc. you must 
practice on an old fender or what have you 
until you feel you are ready to ‘‘trick up”’ a 
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stock. It is not difficult but it requires time 
and patients. You may have to tape and 
untape until you get just plain tired of it. Very 
narrow tape is available from the better 
paint dealers and you can make all the 
compound turns you desire. If you decide 
to paint a cartoon or your personal logo on 
the stock and a multitude of colors will be 
used, the answer is ‘‘frisket paper’. This 
masking paper comes in large sheets (from 
your local art supply house); the “‘tack’’ is 
much less than masking tape nd can readily 
be used on fresh paint. This material is 
transparent so the artist can see where he 
wants paint and where he has already 
painted. You do not have to know how to 
draw to make a multi-colored picture on a 
stock. Simply trace a subject on the stock 
where you want it. Place the transparent 
paper over it, it will stick only lightly but will 
stay in place; use a sharp pointed razor 
knife and cut out and remove all of the 
pieces that require the same color. Remove 
the ‘‘frisket’’ and proceed to the next color 
until you have the picture ‘‘completely’’ 
filled in. The above requires an air brush 
because of the small area you’ll be working. 
Outlining the subject and detailing can be 
done with a small camel hair brush. Also, 
the art supply store can supply you with 
thousands of styles of “Dry Transfer’ 
lettering for those who wish some wording 
on the stock. There are quite a few methods 
that you can use to ‘‘Jazz’”’ up a stock but 
writing space limits the details. A list of 
“how to” booklets and paint supplies will be 
included following this article. 


SPECIAL PIGMENTS AND PAINTS: Be- 
cause of the amount of custom painting 
done today, some paints fall into special 
categories. Most paints labeled as metallic 
have an addition to (and some completely 
in place of) pigment, small metal particles, 
usually aluminum. These are mostly flat 
chips that ‘‘leaf-out’’ on the surface like fish 
scales and reflect back light to create a fine 
sparkle. These chips may be very fine or up 
to 1/16-inch square in size, commonly 
called ‘‘Metalflake’’. 

PEARL: Pearls can be used nicely on 
fiberglass stocks as finished color or as the 
underbase for ‘‘Candies’’. Crushed aba- 
lone shells or fish scales have been used as 
pearl pigments in the past. However, 
modern perl is synthetically produced. 
Whereas most pigments are just fine 
powders, pearl is actually small individual 
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crystals (usually of white lead carbonate) 
that lef out and form a reflective layer similar 
to flake. But because of their transparency 
and small size the results is a lot softer and 
less brassy. 


CANDIES: Transparent coatings, often 
known as ‘“‘Candies’, are simply clear 
paints with the addition of colored dyes 
known as toners. Candies must be used 
over white paint, metallics, flakes or pearls; 
also as an addition in flakes and pearls. 
Candies are very demanding of the painter 
because any imperfections in the lower 
layers can easily be seen through this 
transparent coat, instead of being hidden by 
opaque top coats. The actual darkness of 
the color depends on the thickness of the 
paint; therefore the application must be very 
evenly controlled. Thin layers of candy can 
be interwoven into various and beautiful 
blends of colors. Because of the many paint 
layers necessary for most candy effects, 
they are usually done in acrylic lacquers. 
CONCLUSION: If any of the preceding 
discussions has intimidated you, don’t 
worry; it should have. 
The final advise is - 

1. Stay with one brand and one type of 
paint, above all, follow the manufac- 
turer’s instructions. 

2. If we were to choose any one type of 
paint to work in, it would be acrylic 
lacquer. Acrylic lacquer, because it is an 
uncured coating, does have occasional 
hassles with Hoppe’s (or whatever 
cleaning solvent you use). However, 
with some of the solvent proof top coats 
that can be laid over lacquer this is still 
your best shot. 

3. Finally, none of this has a darn thing to 
do with accuracy but it sure as hell 
makes the stock look good.

NOTES ON PLASTICS: The great majority 

of modern paints use synthetically pro- 

duced components, especially as binders, 
whereas many substances we are familiar 
with consist of small and simple molecules 

(water-H20; Salt-NaC1, for example) a lot of 

paint vehicles have long chain-line mole- 

cules. These polymers, as they are called, 
are built up from the same basic unit re- 
peated over and over in a long line. 

In acrylic polymers, for instance, the 


original unit is usually methyl methacrylate, 


acrylonitrile or a close relative. It s slightly 
modified and strung out with itself in a 
molecular chain of various lengths de- 
pending on its use. Clear acrylic plastics like 
“Plexiglass” of ‘‘Lucite’”’ use long chains; 
those in acrylic lacquers are somewhat 
shorter and therefore easier to dissolve in 
solvents. In the case of acrylic lacquers the 
binder is, of course, unaltered by evapo- 
ration and these polymer chains are de- 
posited on the surface without any change. 
But in the remaining types of paint the 
binder undergoes a chemical reaction called 
“‘cross-linking’’, so that the polymer 
structure turns into a ladder or network 
arrangement. After cross-linking, the binder 
is no longer affected by the solvents that 
formerly dissolved it. (Cross-linking can be 
visualized by frying an egg. Before you cook 
it, the white is a liquid soluble in water; 
afterwards it is not.) In some cases the 
cross-linking is done with just a single 
binder component. Acrylics can be cross- 
linked by baking with one of their own 
ingredients, acrylic acid. Other paints such 
as epoxies and urethanes use a second 
component (Amino-Resins are an example) 
as a cross linking or curing agent. 

A great number of these basic units 
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(called ‘‘Mers’’ - many Mers equals a 
polymer) are chemicals called esters, which 
are made by reacting an acid with an al- 
cohol. The acrylates we mentioned above 
can be called acrylic esters. Although there 
is one particular goo called ‘‘Polyester”’ 
(often used in fiberglass resins), in actuality 
many plastics are polyesters, and most are 
labeled as ‘‘Poly’’ plus their ‘“‘Mer’’ - 
polystrene, polyurethane, polyvinyl chlo- 
ride, etc. 


NOTES ON SOLVENTS: Perhaps the most 
mysterious ingredients of paints are the 
various liquids tht are used as thinners. 
Most of these are thin, clear fluids that 
evaporate quickly in comparison to water. 
They have strange aromas and even 
stranger names - methyl iso-butylketone, 
amyl acetate, ethylene carbonate - to name 
a few. However the mystery can be greatly 
simplified if a few basic facts are kept in 
mind. 

First, each paint binder has a certain 
range of solubility. That is, some solvents 
will dissolve it easily and others won't at all. 
But in addition there are a number that will 
be borderline, being partially or “‘almost’’ 
able to dissolve the binder. For example, 
most lacquers are not soluble in liquid 
hydrocarbons such as gasoline. But as 
everybody knows, a gas spill can soften and 
upset the finish of some lacquers if it is 
allowed to soak for too long. These 
“Partial” solvents are known as diluents 
and latent solvents. They are often used to 
thin down a paint solution. For example, 
once a lacquer binder has been dissolved 
in a true solvent like ethyl acetate, a certain 
amount of diluent like xylol can be added 
without upsetting things. It will reduce the 
thickness of the lacquer, make it easier to 
spray, and save using more expensive 
solvents. 

Second, although there are many sol- 
vents available for paints, they all fall into 
a few broad categories. Aliphatic hydro- 
carbons are things like gasoline, mineral 
spirits, naptha and turpentine. Except for 
the latter they are mostly derived from crude 
oil. Aromatic hydrocarbons are distilled 
from coal tar and include benzene, xylene, 
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toluene (also called benzol, xylol, and 
toluol). Chlorinated hydrocarbons are 
man-modified from their natural form to 
make carbon tet, chloroform, ‘Trico’, and 
others. Keytones (such as acetone and 
methyl ethyl ketone) and liquid esters (ethy| 
acetate) are usually synthetically made. In 
addition there are various alcohols 
(methanol, ethanol, etc.), nitromethane, and 
ethers of all types. It has been many years 
since | was a drag-racer, but | can re- 
member well, one of my most spectacular 
paint jobs being spoiled by “‘Nitro’’. (Most 
of you ex-drag racers are probably familiar 
with nitromethane being a good solvent of 
lacquer.) 

It is hard to generalize, but most lacquers 
are easily soluble in esters, ketones, ethers, 
and methanol. Many of these fluids are also 
true solvents for enamels (before they are 
cured, of course); but they are not often 
used since other true enamel solvents are 
cheaper, mostly hydrocarbons. Most al- 
cohols are not true solvents for either family 
(although often used in sealers), but they 
are good as additions to already dissolved 
binders. The same thing holds true for liquid 
hydrocarbons in lacquer, as was mentioned 
above. 

There is also another property of solvents 
that should be mentioned: Speed of eva- 
poration. Some liquids such as ethyl 
chloride disappear so fast that they can be 
used as a local anesthetic, as the evapo- 
ration produces a numbing cold. Others like 
butyl cellosolve are very slow and are only 
added to paints during extremely hot 
weather to ‘“‘retard’”’ the evaporation rate, 
especially with lacquers, the surface can be 
chilled so fast as to cause condensation and 
entrapment of water vapor, giving rise to a 
frosty look in the paint called ‘‘blushing’’. 
The varied evaporation speeds of different 
solvents can allow the atomized bits of paint 
to flow out on the surface and form a 
smooth layer, regardless of conditions if the 
proper solvent is used. 

It is often impossible to find a single 
solvent that will meet all the above requi- 
rements of solubility, correct evaporating 
speed, good flow after application, etc. 
Therefore a lacquer ‘thinner’ or enamel 
“reducer’’ will usually be a blend of various 
liquids. Like molasses, most paints’ vi- 
scosity and flow vary with temperature and 
humidity, so different thinners have to be 
used for different conditions. Cold days 
require a thinner that with partially and 
quickly evaporate to a certain point (so the 
paint won't run or sag), but that will leave 
some slower solvents remaining to allow a 
good ‘‘flow-out’’ and ensure against 
“orange peel’. Most professional suppliers 
make four or five different blends, plus a 
retarder to cure blushing problems on very 
hot days.

Dear Dave, 

| have been working with a number of 
wildcats recently, almost all of them being 
based on the .30-30 family. While none of 
my conclusions are presented as being 
carved in stone, none the less the ex- 
perience of working with the .30-30 basic 
case has given rise to some conclusions 
that | am quite willing to share with other 
experimenters, and perhaps save them 
some wasted time. 

FIRST, | do not believe that large primers 
are really all that bad. Case capacity needs 
to be adjusted a bit, but there is plenty of 
room in which to work when one starts out 
with the 30-30 case. Large primers do not 
work as well when dealing with case 
capacity in the PPC range, but again there 
really doesn’t have to be that great an 
increase (in amount of powder used) to 
have them work well. | personally have 
always felt that the PPC was a little short 
of capacity for 68 grain bullets anyway, as 
witness the need to push them pretty hard 
to make them shoot well. In my wildcat 
experimentation | have used six different 
capacities in 6 MM caliber, going up a small 
amount at a time, and then settling down 
to firing a heck of a lot of bullets and powder, 
trying them out. | now have very firm 
conclusions of what powder capacity is 
needed, and | am sending some cases to 
Hugh Henriksen, so that headspace 
gauges and final drawings can be made. 
The capacity chosen shoots really well with 
large primers and 68 grain bullets, with 
pressures in accepted ranges. 

SECOND: Federal 215 Magnum primers 
give the most uniform velocities, highest 
velocities, and will withstand more pressure 
than others tested. Remington 9¥2 primers 
shoot well, but can’t handle a lot of 
pressure. The Federal 210 Match primer, 
- from what | can see in my testing, has not 
shot as accurately as the two above 
primers; it does handle pressure well, 
however. | am now using only Federal 215 
Magnum primers. 

THIRD: Testing with the 220 Coyote #2 
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was quite a bit simpler than with the 6 MM 
version, because the capacity of the .219 
Donaldson Wasp has proven to be just 
about ideal for the .224 size bore over a 
period of many years. In my testing with the 
.224 bore, the Donaldson capacity was 
chosen as a starting point . . . . and | never 
left it. | am however using one radical 
departure from the days when old Harvey 
was touting his Wasp .. . . my Hart barrel 
is one turn in 16”, rather than the 14” twist 
that has been the accepted standard since 
the beginning of things in our sport. The 
barrel is 26” long. 

| have only had time to work with two 
powders in my testing to date; Ball C-1 and 
748. | have no weights of powder to report, 
but Culver measure settings only. 51.5 
clicks of Ball C-1, with Federal 215 Magnum 
primers, 52 grain bullets made in my Rose 
Sherman carbide dies, and bullets seated 
to just mark the lands gave a 30 shot 
average velocity of 3594, with a 49 f.p.s. 
extreme spread in velocity. The accuracy 
was fair. Next, the same click setting, 51.5 
clicks of WW 748 gave a 20 shot average 
velocity of 3662, with a 40 foot extreme 
spread with the same components as 
above. Accuracy was now good. Pressures 
acceptable: | would guess them at 50,000 
p.s.i. REMEMBER: this is a 1-16 twist 
barrel. These loads may be all right only in 
this gun, and are in no way recommended 
to anyone. These are the results of my 
testing only; testing by others may vary. 

| am anxious to try H-380. There is some 
room left in the case with the above 
powders. Maybe enough to really make it 
go. (Editor: did you see the Euber’s heads 
come up when you said that, Harold?) Ball 
powders have proven to be mare accurate 
in the 6 MM version, which | call the 240 
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Coyote #2. Very possibly because of the 
large primers; ball powders being a little 
harder to ignite. 

FOURTH: We know that our .22 caliber 
bullets are stable, when shot in 14” twist 
barrels at 3200 f.p.s.; this set up turns a 
bullet at 164,571 r.p.m. My .220 Coyote 
#2, with the above load of 748 powder, at 
3662 f.p.s., spins the bullet at 164,790 
r.p.m. in a 16” twist barrel; pretty darn 
close. | would think that the 16 twist should 
certainly give us stable bullets, less metal 
fouling, and other benefits. 

FIFTH: Even feeling as | do that large 
primers can be made to shoot accurately, 
| have to admit that | would like to have 
some 30-30 cases with small primers. If | 
could repeat the above testing with small 
primer cases, maybe things would have 
been better yet. 

Let’s keep beating the American Ammo 
manufactures heads against the wall. Who 
knows, they may be like the proverbial 
Missouri mule. They may listen . . . we just 
gotta get their attention. 

In closing, my own 30 Aardvark is ready 
to test. I’ve got a supply of 30 caliper bullets 
from Speedy to work with, and I’m anxious 
to finish up my .224 caliber testing . ... so 
| can determine if we do indeed have 
something with this case, or not.

my refrigerator, David. The ‘‘shoot it and 
clean, shoot it and clean” method is what 
| am talking about. The system has been 
around a while, and | certainly am making 
no claim at originating it. (Editor: well if 
you’re not claiming to have invented it, 
that’s one less thing | can be billed for. Over 
the past year Dick Maretzo and | have been 
billed for the invention of the wheel, the 
discovery of fire, the discovery of America, 
and a few dozen other assorted things. Last 
time | talked to Dick we discovered that we 
had each been billed for the discovery of the 
theory of relativity). 

The first time that | tried this method, | 
was amazed. (Editor: were you amazed at 
the results .. . . or how hard it was?). Fire 
a single shot. First, a patch wet with 
Shooters Choice. Then a bore brush wet 
with Shooters Choice, 5 or 6 passes, and 
a couple of dry patches. Next a loose patch, 
wet with Sweets, and let the barrel soak 
from 20 to 60 minutes. Repeat this for 8 or 
9cycles....oneshot... . followed by the 
cleaning cycle. (Editor: it helps a lot if you 
are retired, or at least not holding a job).

you have a barrel anything like the one that 
| was working with, the sight of that first blue 
patch will sort of stand you on your ear. 
Each resulting “‘cycle’” showed less blue on 
the patch, with cycle number nine showing 
hardly any. | carried the theory forward, and 
then progressed to three shot groups, then 
stop and go through the cleaning cycle 
again. | have very, very few fouling pro- 
blems with my barrels, and | credit it to two 
things: my method of barrel breaking-in, 
described here, and the fact that | really fire 
only a few sighters on each target... . thus 
| am hardly loading up that barrel with the 
copper fowling of fifteen shots. In a typical 
“yardage” of a warmup and five record 
targets, my rounds fired will be in the 45-50 
vicinity for a total. 

Topic number two: our esteemed editor 
allowed me to borrow his Creighton Au- 
dette case selection gage. This was after 
said editor, who everyone agrees is a 
mechanical dimwit (even he admits it), was 
showing me how some Aardvark cases 
from the factory checked out. It was an 
interesting mental dilemma .... with a 
complete lack of modesty, | can tell you that 
| am generally regarded as the greatest 
living benchrest gunsmith in Pleasantville. 
The editor is a mechanical dimwit . . . . and 
he was showing me things with this Audette 
gage that were enough to blow one’s mind. 
| tried not to look awed ... . instead | told 
him that | didn’t think it was working 
correctly . . . . but! would try to fix it for him. 
Following which | threw him out the shop 
door, locked it behind him, and returned to 
the Audette device .... like one who had 
just discovered the basic secret of alchemy. 
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After a half hour withit. .. .l was convinced 
of one thing. . . . it ranks right up there with 
pretty girls, Lite Beer commercials, and 
buttered popcorn. 

While gloating over my new toy, | was 
aware... .ofatapping, tapping... . at my 
chamber door. (Editor: wait a minute, Seely; 
thats from ‘‘The Raven”, by Poe). It was a 
new shooter, Leo Gustafson, dropping by. 
| dragged out three 6 PPC cases, sat Mr. 
Gustafson down, and said .... ‘‘watch 
this”. The Audette tool turned up runouts 
of .0015-.0020 .. . . not too shabby. Then 
| dragged out three cases for the 6 SM, 
which of course is basically a Donaldson 
Wasp, necked up to 6 MM, and based on 
the .225 Winchester case. The case has 
been an enigma to me... . it should shoot 
better than it does. Well, those three cases 
had run-outs of .005, .008, and .009. That’s 
good enough for me; now | know why it 
doesn’t shoot to my satisfaction. It’s a 25 
inch barrel, and it’s about to become a 24 
inch 6 PPC. 

| used the Audette case checker on some 
of my 30x44 cases (made from Remington 
BR brass) and | know that brass is not that 
highly regarded by the benchrest clan, but 
Dave, they were not all that bad. | measured 
55 cases, and out of that number | came up 
with 26 that ran out .003 or less .... 
certainly match grade cases. Most of the 
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remainder held at .004, except that five had 
.005 runouts, which was the absolute 
maximum found for these cases. 

I’ve just ordered an Audette device for 
myself. Every time the editor calls, asking 
for his case checker back, | tell him that it 
is all goofed up, and | am still trying to 
straighten it out. As soon as mine arrives, 
I'll tell him that | fixed his device, and he can 
have it back. 

As | said earlier, it ranks right up there 
with, beer and buttered popcorn. If you 
want one, contact Creighton Audette, 
R.F.D. #1, Springfield, Vermont 05156. 
Phone number is (802) 885-2331. Tell him 
that Seely sent you. 

Topic number three . . . . let’s talk about 
scopes and scope rings and mounts. 

Scopes, as they come from the factory, 
are set with their windage and elevation 
adjustments set at the center of their limits 
(or at least they should be). If they are not 
centered, for Some obscure reason, this 
should be done before installation on the 
rifle. 

Then if we find that the rifle prints a foot 
off the paper, one can logically assume that 
either: A - The scope mounts are not true 
and in line with the bore, or B - the action 
has been drilled and tapped off center. If the 
latter is the case, then a windage adjustable 
mount is the only solution. Usually the 
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mounts which have windage adjustments 
will be a problem if your scope and rifle 
combo weights real near the weight limit. 

| am less that estatic about at least one 
set of rings in common usuage. These 
particular rings will attach to Weaver bases, 
and the maker advises that they are re- 
versible for windage. In my experience 
however | have repeatedly found that when 
| had a rifle that was impacting a foot to the 


left of the target .... and | reversed the 
rings... .| was now impacting a foot to the 
right of the target . . . . an amusing solution 


to the ‘‘left impact’ problem. These rings fit 
the bases so loosely that they are pulled out 
of shape when tightened. Some even 
bottom out at the clamp limit, leaving them 
loose on the bases. 

Very, very few sets of rings can be 
removed, and then replaced with an 
absolute return to zero. This is especially 
true with the windage adjustable bases. 

Tome there are three prime requisites for 
the benchrest scope mounts: 1.) positive 
alignment, 2.) ease of removal, 3.) exact 
return to zero when replaced. 

For the past year | have been using the 
rings manufactured by George Kelby, and 
| can say without reservation that these 
rings meet all three of the above require- 
ments.

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My Early Days In Shooting 


If my memory serves me correctly, we left 
this mini-series at the point when the writer 
had ‘‘qualified’’ with the venerable M-1 rifle 
in Basic Traning at Fort Dix, New Jersey, 
somewhere in the 1959 era. The qualifi- 
cation .... as “expert” yet .... was, as 
related, to the considerable surprise of the 
platoon sergeant .... but the gentleman 
was a born opportunist . . . . he promptly 
took full credit for the accomplishment. 
What the heck, if it makes him happy... . 


lethim. . . . no ill will. | stress the ‘‘no ill will” 
aspect, because | was subsequently to be 
.... unwittingly .... the cause for a great 


deal of grief to the gentleman. And | meant 
him no harm. Honest. 

The following week, for those who had 
the benefit of a weekend pass (girls, real 
beer, no bugles, no sergeants), we returned 
to military reality. The fifth week of basic

silhouette targets now successfully behind 
us, we turned to the relatively drab and 
unexciting world of ‘‘known distance’’ firing 
at large bullseye targets that were raised 
and lowered by your fellow recruits in ‘“‘the 
pits’’ some distance away . . . . a favor that 
shortly later we would return for them. | wish 
that | could immediately go into a recitation 
of what Sherlock Holmes would have called 
“the singular events that transpired on the 
known distance range’’, but first you must 
know a bit about Private Bink. 

Private Bink (his real name, honest) was 
one of the born to be permanently out of 
step with fortune. If Bink were being 
crowned King of England, he would have 
found a way to screw things up to a 
fare-thee-well .. . . without meaning to, of 
course. Probably Westminister Abbey 
would have fallen down during the cere- 
mony, when Bink stubbed his toe on the one 
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Afternoons Best 


brick without mortar in the wall, or 
something like that. Throughout basic 
training, everything Bink did was wrong 
. .. .and Bink did a lot of things, believe me. 

Case in point ... . about 5:00 a.m. of a 
morning, Platoon Sergeant B- would 
scream ‘‘fall in’, which was the signal for 
45 soldiers to put their M 1 rifles at a proper

That may not sound like too great a dis- 
covery to you, Dear Reader, but let me tell 
you .... that if you were one of the thirty 
or so recruits thundering down a flight of 
stairs and out a door .... behind Private 
Bink that January day .... well, Private 
Bink’s discovery made Newton's discovery 
of gravity look like two cents. 

Structural engineers with whom | have 
since discussed the matter assure me that 
while it was technically possible for Bink to 
have knocked down the entire two story 
barracks building, it was much more likely 
that the rifle itself would stop all forward 
movement at a predetermined spot (the 
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door jamb, to be exact), while Bink himself

There were only two structures on the 
range. . . .aquonset hut for storage, where 
most of the officers and NCOs were 
gathered, to keep out of the swirling snow 
and cold... .and alatrine.

fence .... and hence the place was only 
nominally warmer than the outdoors.

direction. There was a bit of a strangled, 
choking noise behind me, to which | paid no 
attention at the time. 

Unfortunately the strangled noise came 
from Sergeant B- .... who heard the line 
“Bink just dropped his rifle down the 
latrine’; | gather that the one line was 
enough to momentarily un-hinge the good 
sergeant. 

Remember the scene in the Iliad, where 
Achilles has become a bit un-hinged by the 
death of his beloved friend at the hands of 
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Hector .... and then he is raging with a 
sword behind the lines of the Trojans? 
Sergeant B- lacked a sword, but other than 
that, it was pretty comparable. 

Sergeant B- was filled with just one 
thought. . . . find Bink. Everyone else in the 
place was working like proverbial beavers, 
but (naturally) Bink was dozing peacefully 
in a sitting upright position on a wood 
bench, while dreams of sugar plums danced 
in his head. Unfortunately, indeed very 
unfortunately, his rifle was not near his 
slumbering body.

The rings are available in two widths. The 
wide rings have two base clamp screws and 
four cap screws each. The narrow rings 
have one cross clamp screw and two cap 
screws each. All screws are Allan socket 
type, and of a generous size. The rings 
come in two models, one for the integral rib 
of the Panda action, and the other for Unert! 
precision bases. 

When installing these rings, a word of 
caution: just because the screws are large 
enough that the socket heads will not strip 
.... don’t get carried away. You might 
even consider reading the instructions 
which accompany each set. 

| am not going to kid you, and tell you that 
the rings are priced cheaply; they are not. 
But... . you’re shooting a twelve hundred 
dollar rifle and a three hundred dollar scope 
.... and you just drove five hundred miles 
to get to the match. Don’t decide to try and 
save a few bucks with a cheap set of rings! 
It makes about as much sense as buying 
cheap bullets. 
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There are a couple of areas of good news 
this month that should interest the majority 
of the IBS readers. The development of new 
clubs continues and the match schedule 
continues to be packed tightly. The Union 
County Sportsmen’s Club near Lewisburg, 
Penna. has recently added moving backers. 
Nate Boop and the rest of his family have 
been conducting score shoots at the club 
for two years on a registered basis. They 
have now entered two registered group 
matches for this year. One of the matches 
will have passed by the time you read this. 
The second match is scheduled for Sep- 
tember 7 & 8, 1985. We will publish a map 
in the August issue to help you find the 
range. There is a nice range house, a club 
house, plenty of covered loading space, a 
nice Trout stream (Penn’s Creek), a petting 
zoo, and camper hookups. The September 
shoot will be 100/200 yard Heavy Varmint 
‘and Light Varmint.

One 
thought that | would like everyone to. be 
considering is the advantages and disad- 
vantages of a merger with the NBRSA. 
Everyone should come to the meeting 
prepared to discuss their viewpoint. Par- 
ticular thought should be given to the 
conduct of championships.

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THE DONALDSON MATCH 


The Donaldson match which is a great 
part of Johnstown tradition will be held this 
year in conjunction with the 1985 IBS 
Nationals at Johnstown. Those familiar with 
the Donaldson match from previous years 
know that it is divided into three categories 
(which fire together; one can fire only in one 
of the three categories). The Donaldson 
match this year will be fired on August 16th, 
at a time to be determined by the Johns- 
town club. The three categories are as 
follows: 

Donaldson match. Restricted to rifles 
meeting the current IBS light varmint class 
rules; ten and a half pound weight limit. Ten 
shots at 200 yards. 

Donaldson match, single shot division. 
Restricted to falling block single shots, of 
the high-wall variety. Current models of 
falling blocks, such as the Ruger # 1 are 
permitted, and the shooter may fire either 
lead or jacketed bullets, at his choice. Bolt 
actions are specifically prohibited, Ten 
shots at 200 yards. 

Donaldson match, old-timer division. 
There were a few mild complaints last year 
that the rules published were more re- 
strictive than ‘‘the original rules”... . but 
nobody could come up with those original 
rules, including the Pine Tree Club itself. So 
this year the editor appointed a committee 
to set some rules for this particular hoot- 
enanny .... said committee consisting of 
Jim Borden, Dick Maretzo, and Ye Olde 
Editor. The guiding concept was. . . . since 
the original rules cannot be found, we must 
return to the spirit of what is remembered 
as ‘‘the original rules’ as best we can. 
Here’s what we came up with. 

Old Timers: Mauser, Springfield, Enfield, 
Winchester 54 or 70 actions, Remington 
722, 720, 721 or 725 permitted also. No 
custom actions, and no solid bottom ac- 
tions (as originally made, such as the 40x). 
Permitted cartridge would include the .222 
Remington, the .219 Wasp, .22-250, Im- 
proved Zipper, .257 Roberts or other 
varmint accuracy cartridges of an era 25 
years. or older. If the contestant wishes to 
make his point that he has such a cartridge, 
it is his burden of proof to establish that the 
cartridge was in use prior to 1960. The 
stocks must be wood, and the scopes must 
be external adjustment target type. Re- 
barreling is permitted, but only to cartridges 
of the era, and without extensive action 
re-working or custom bolts. No sleeves 
permitted, except those half-sleeves from 
the early days such as the Taylor and 
Robbins or the John Warren strong back. 
The one exception would be the Bellows 
Reinforcing sleeve, which was soft-sol- 
dered onto the actions. There will be a 20 
pound weight restriction. If a competitor, 
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before the match, has any questions if his 
rifle is eligible, he may write the Editor, who 
will poll the committee, and a prompt reply 
will be forthcoming. 

The Donaldson match, and particulary its 
two sub-divisions, remains one of the few 
real ‘‘fun’’ matches left in a world that has 
become a bit too concerned with the im- 
portance of winning. You are encouraged to 
drag along a single shot, or an old-timer 
.... and we'll shoot the place up.

“Benchrest Shooter of the Year’’ in 83 and 
84, and winning everything in sight in March 
and April local matches, was certainly ‘‘on 
a roll’, and the general feeling at the 
Crawfish match on May 4th and 5th was 
that the Cajun was “‘odds on’’ to start his 
1985 move for top honors with a fistfull of 
points picked up at his home range.

TWO NEW NBRSA RECORDS 


Francis Broussard, chairman of the 
NBRSA measuring committee, advises of 
two new records now being officially rec- 
ognized, both in the Bench Rest Rifle 
(unlimited) class. 

GERRY MASKER of Getzville, New 
York, on October 13th, 1984, at the Reed’s 
Run rifle range, Augusta, Ohio set a new 
grand agg record for the unlimited class. A 
figure of .2556 to be exact, which was good 
enough to erase, by a narrow margin, the 
.2563 figure of Al Roberts that has hung 
around for twenty two years, back to 
August 11, 1962. The grand agg for this 
class consists of five 10 shot groups at 100 
yards and five ten shot groups at 200 yards. 
Gerry Masker made the record books with 
a Bill Hall rail gun setup that weighed 65 
pounds. The caliber was 6 PPC, action was 
sleeved Wichita 1375, scope a Lyman-- 
Siebert 40x, barrel a Hart 1.350 inch, load 
was 29.5 grains of Norma 201 ith 68 grain 
Euber bullets, in a rifle smithed by Seely 
Masker. 

ED WATSON of Greenville, South 
Carolina, on March 9, 1985 at the Mid-- 
Carolina range, Columbia, South Carolina 
set a new single group (5 shots, 100 yards) 
record for the unlimited class. The Watson 
.050 new record removed the oldest record 
in the NBRSA books. . . . the .063 fired by 
Hap Zeizer on August 30, 1958. (Note that 
the Gerry Masker abover removed the 
second oldest record in the books). The Ed 
Watson record was fired with another Bill 
Hall rail gun, but this one quite a bit lighter 
at 37 pounds. Ed did the deed with a6 PPC, 
Hall action, Redfield 28x scope, Hart 1.400 
inch barrel, and a load of 25.0 grains of T 
322 with Watson 62.5 grain bullets made in 
Rorschah dies. Gunsmithing was by Harold 
Broughton. 


SUMMERS WINS PALMETTO STATE 


A total of 64 competitors from eleven 
states were on hand for the 13th Annual 
Palmetto State Invitational hosted by the 
Greenville, South Carolina Gun Club on 
April 13-14, 1985. 

The two days were filled with an 
abundance of fast switching wind, rain and 
mirage, which afforded most of us with 
some very interesting shooting conditions. 

Jeff Summers of Knoxville, shooting in a 
tunnel all week-end, claimed the 4-gun 
over-all title with a .2617 4-gun agg. Faye 
Boyer of Keezletown, Virginia posted an 
identical aggregate for second place due to 
Jeff's .1628 agg. in the heavy varmint 
competition on Saturday morning. Tony 
Boyer finished third with a .2853 4-gun 
aggregate. 

Summers stole the show in heavy varmint 
on Saturday morning by posting groups of 
159, 108, 191, 185 and 171, when the 
average groups were running 383, 401, 
374, 376 and 344. He claimed the title with 
.1628, and the average was .3756.
